NATION IN HIS DEBT 


DOR. WILLIAM SAUNDERS HAS 
DONE MUCH FOR CANADA, 


Director of Experimental Farms Has 
Spent the Last Twenty-Three Years 
Laboring Untiringly For the Pros- 
perity of the Farmers of the Do- 
minion—Many Fruits and Grains 
Have Been Imported. 


Canada’s system of experimental 
farms is one of the most interesting 
and perhaps the most original feature 
of the Dominion Government. To 
the experimental farm, without 
doubt, more than to any other factor, 
is due the splendid development of 
the northwest Dominion to-day. 
Through 23 years, Dr. William Saun- 
ders, the head of the system, has 
worked untiringly and the _ results 
have been great. His first connection 
with the service was in 1885, when 
be was a business man making a 
hobby of horticulture. At that time 
he was sent abroad to study agricul-

tural work in other nations, and upon 
his return he was made director of 
five experimental farms about to be 
organized. Since then, under _ his 
guidance, the work has progressed by 
a and bounds. The potential 
yield of every acre of Canadian farm 


esses and besides this, there has 
een established a great educational 
extension service for the training of 
the young Canadian farmer. 


The keystone of this experimental | 


farm system in Canada is the so- 
called central farm, near Ottawa. 
The first branch farm was establish- 
ed between New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, and this was followed by a 
farm at Brandon, for Manitoba. Then 
came a branch for the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, which was placed at Indian 
Head, and others have been estab- 
lished since. 

These experimental farms have 
been of great value to Canada, en- 
abling her to take an inventory of 
her agricultural. resources and to 
know the possibilities of her land. 
She has demonstrated that many 
grains and fruits not indigenous to 
her broad prairies can be grown upon 
them, and in this way has distribut- 


ed an immense amount of useful in- | 


formation amorg. her agriculturists 
which has added immeasurably to 
the wealth of the country. 


Temperance In Ireland. 


Remarkable figures regarding the 
strength of the temperance movement 
in Ireland, were given in the report 
of the Temperanee Committee recent- 
ly submitted to the Genera! Assembly 
ot the Presbyterian Church of Ire- 
land, in Belfast. There are 60,433 
members of Bands of Hupe and tem- 
perance societies sonne ted with this 
denominational body, an increase of 
11,300 during the year. The progress 


of the Total Abstainence Union, bet- , 


ter known as Poeat rg F move- 
ment, was so rapid that there was 
scarcely a town of any importance in 
six of the counties of Ulster which 
had not been revolutionized in its re 
lation to the drink traffic, 

The movement was also at work in 
the South and West of Ireland, in 
Scotland, and in certain parts of Eng- 
land. As the result of ome year's 
work 120,000 members had thus far 
been enrolled. 

The report also referred to the work

USE OF PEAT IN CANADA, 


't Bécomes Every Day More Neces- 
sary to Replace Coal. 


Hon. Clifford Sifton, ex-Minister of 

| the Interior, in an address recently 
on the peat supplies of Canada said 
| among other things: 

“We, in Canada and the United 
| States, have been living amid a boun- 
tiful supply of the natural resources 
of wealth. We have hardly known 


that is really necessary to existence. 
In this City of Ottawa ever since its 
existence there has been a constant 
struggle to get rid of the wastage of 
' manufacturing which, in other situa- 
| tions, would have been of great com- 
mercial value, 

Ottawa is, therefore, a typically dif- 
ficult place in which to get people 
| to realize the value of fuel. Some of 
| us who stand here were born upon 
farms, upon where, when fuel was 
required, it was only necessary to go 
out and cut -it—the: destruction of the 
| tree in itself was regarded as adding 
; value to the land from which it was 
cut. We are, however, coming, : if 


) tion of what these things mean and, 
} among other questions, we are begin- 
ning to realize what the fuel problem 
means to great masses of people after 


the supply of timber has been so far 
| depleted that cheap wood fuel is no 
| longer available. 
| In the great centre of population in 
| the Northern United States and Can- 
ada—as it is soon to be in its present 
| the ponulation will be wage-earners 
living by their daily earnings and in 
a climate which for at least four 
months of the year requires a large 
amount of fuel for family use—chean 
and abundant fuel 
| existence. There are districts in 
Canadian cities to-day where families 
are herded together with ins~fficient 
space for health and _ really civilized 
life because of the cust of fuel in the 
winter, and this condition will tend 
to increase rather than diminish. 

The coal supply of the continent is 
measurably well known, and the con-

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RETAIN WATER POWER 


ASK PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT 
TO APPOINT COMMISSION 


Red Deer Council Makes First Move 
to Endorse Plan for Establishment 
of a Hydro-Electro System by the 
Provincial Government—Other Al- 
berta Municipalities are Expected 
to Fall in Line. 


Edmonton.—Red Deer is the first 
municipality to fall in line in connec- 
tion with the Provincial hydro-electric 
scheme. The city commissioners here 
recéived a copy of a resolution passed 
at a recent meeting of the town coun- 
cil at Red Deer, which is in effect the 
same as that passed by the local coun- 
cil recently. 

The reso.ution is as follows 

“Whereas, as it is deemed that con- 
servation of the water power of the 
streams of the province and develop- 


ment of the same by the government | 


for the benefit of the people as a 
whole, is a matter of vital importance 
to our future development ; 

“Be it resolved, that this council 
request the government of the prov- 
ince to appoint a commission to in- 
vestigate the water power resources 
of Alberta with a view to the estab- 
lishment of a hydro-eléctric.system by 
the province; and, 

“Be it further resolved, that the 
council petition the executive coun- 
cil of the union of Alberta municipali- 
ties to urge this matter unon the gov- 
ernment in the interests of the various 
municipalities therein. 

It is understood that several other 
municipalities have the matter under 
consideration and resolutions of the 
same nature are expected to be passed 
by each of them, with the idea of co- 
operation in bringing the question be- 
fore the government, urging upon 
them the necessity of conserving the 
natural resources of the province for 
the public, and preventing them from 
falling into the hands of private capi- 
talists. 


Y. W. C. A’S RAPID GROWTH 


Great Increase Reported in Every 
Department of the 
Work 
Ottawa.—The seventh triennial con- 


- vention of the Y. W. C. A. opened here 


recently with a large attendance of 
delegates from all parts of Canada. 
Mrs. Robert Kilgour presided at the 
opening sitting, and those in attend- 
ance included Her Excellency Count- 
ess Grey. Miss Little, B.A., general 
secretary, presented her report, which 
covered a period of. three -yars-—--- 

The work now stretches from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and bands to- 
gether over 11,000 young women. In 
this great chain of transcontinental 
associations new links have been 
formed since the convention of 1907, 
held in Montreal. At that time: there 
were no fssociations between Winni- 
peg and Vancouver. Search was made 
in vain for accommodation by girls in 
the West. 

The Dominion council began a sys- 
tem: of organizing that overcame much 
of this difficulty, with the result that 
associations were formed in Brandon, 
Moose Jaw, Calgary and Edmonton. 
Winnipeg has been a most successful 
branch, and has increased threefold. 
Halifax and Quebee and Vancouver 
have enlarged their belongings, and 
Toronto has now four branches. 

The number of branches has _in- 
creased 45 per cent. and the member- 
ship 25 per cent, and the amount given 
to foreign work 80 per cent. Receipts 
totalled $31,312. There is a balance 
on hand of $1,492. -

Spaniard Named Zabaldo Said by 
Army Officer to Have Caused

Kansas City, — The Maine was 
anchored over a submarine, mine,” he 
said. ‘‘A fanatic Spaniard simply 
turned on the switch and caused the 
explosion.

Urges This Colony to Advertise Its 


Resources to the Rest of the 
World 

Melbourne.—Thomas Tait, who is re- 
tiring from the position of manager of 
state railways in Victoria, in rs, to 
return to Canada, made an important 
speech at a demonstration_in his hon- 
or. He urged upon his wearers the ne- 
cessity of advertising the resources of 
Victoria abroad. He was able to draw 
upon his experience in Canada and 
quote examples of how progress had 
been quickened by advertising.

He was bound to wait until 
some decision had been reached by the 
government as to the apportionment 
of the responsibility for that disaster. 


PARLIAMENT FOR CHINA 


Prince Announces That Government 
Is Considering Necessity of 
Establishing One 
Pekin.—It is believed the throne has 
decided to accede to the demand of 
the senate and the provincial delegates 
for the early convocation of a pro- 

vincial parliament. 

In the senate, and in the presence 
of leaaing grand councillors, Prince 
Yu Liang, a member of: the grand 
council, stated that the entire nation, 
from the highest to the lowest, was 
agreed upon the necessity of the early 
establishment of a general parlia- 
ment. 

The senators, who understood this 
to mean that their memorial would 
be granted, received the declaration 
of the prince with loud and prolong- 
ed cheering. 

The importance of this concession 
on the part of the government can be 
scarcely over-estimuted in view of 
its recent refusal to entertain a sim- 
lar request made by a delegation from 
the provincial assemblies last June.

LESSON VI!I.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR NOV.

Text of the Lesson, Matt, xxiv, 32-61. 
Memory Verse, 44—Golden Text, 
Matt. xxvi, 41—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The greater part of this great dis- 
course is recorded by both Mark and 
Luke as well as by Matthew. As they 
left the temple one day His disciples 
called His attention to the great build. 
ings with the goodly stones and gifts, 
and they were evidently greatly sur- 
prised by His remark that all wouid 
be thrown down and not one stone left 
upon another. Four of them came to 


Him privately as He sat upon the 
Mount of Olives and asked Him a 
question which was reeliy threefold, 


though they probabiy thought it one. 
destruction of the temple. His 


were two, if not three, distinct events. 
In His discourse he covered the reply 
to all. The whole age until He shall 
come again will be characterized by 
wars, fam.nes, pes.ilences and earth- 
quakes, with increasing wickedness 
until it shall be as it was in the days 
of Noah. 

In Luke xxi, 24, He very plainly re- 
ferred to the approaching destruction 
of Jerusalem and covered this present 
age by the words, “Jerusalem shall be 
trodden down of the gentiles until the 


times of the gentiles be fulfilled,’’ 
With this verse we should associate 
Rom, xi, 25, 26. Many of the circum- 


stances connected with the destruction 
of Jerusalem were foreshadowings of 
those at the end of the age, and the 
warnings are therefore similar. 
Verses 27-31 of our lesson chapter 
speak pla.nly of His com ng in power 
and glory immediately after the great 
t:ibulation at the end of this age. The 
destruction of Jerusalem was in no 
sense His coming, for it is written ip 
Psalm cii, 16, that when He shall ap- 
pear in His glory He wiil build up 
Zion, not destroy it. He is coming

the prophets have spoken (Acts iii, 
21).

- Every. passenger on 
board is ip the secret, but since it is a | 
delicate matter to speak of to the pur- | 
ties concerned they are doubtless un- 
informed.” 

“The sea was very rough today, and 
Mrs. Michler, who is inclined to be 
seasick, kept her room all day. Mich-| 
ler was also affected, but be kept the | 
deck. He was observed to go to the | 
side of the ship for the purpose of re- 
lieving himself of bis dinner, A pas. | 
senger who was watching him says | 
that a lump the size of a walnut was 
cust into the sea.

With practically an unlimited field 
in which to use it, an English firm 
has begun the manufacture of dura- 
lumin, a new alloy of aluminium, 
which may in time beeame a sub- 
stitute for steel in work where light- 
ness, strength, and flexibility is re 
quired. H. B. Weeks, head chemist 
at Vickers’ Sons & Maxim’s works at 
Barrow, England, ig the discoverer of. 
duralumin. It is a Jittle heavier than 
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} pure aluminium, but is as strong as 


steel and about one-third the weght 
of brass. It can be rolled, ‘drawn, 
stamped, extended, or forged. It does 
not corrode as easily as other alum- 
inium alloys. 

The one big drawback to the exten- 
sive use of aluminium, aside from its 
expensiveness, is the fact that while 
its tensile strength equals that of 
steel, it is far less flexible.

It was the refuge of the wealthiest of 
the British Empire Loyalists who 
came from Baltimore, Philadelphi« 
and New York in 1791.

After a few hours the animal heat has 
passed out of the carcases on the hanging 
floor and they are run into the cooling 
room, where a temperature of 28 to 30 
degrees is maintained by an ammonia 
cooling system. The carcasses inust be 
hung forty-eight hours before being cut 
into loing, hanis, shoulders, backs, bel- 
lies, ete. This last takes place in the cut- 
ting room, from which metal chutes lead 
down to grading tables on the next floor.
